In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town 
qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs to meet in the 
old. Hopkins gymnasium on Monday, the tenth day of February, 
1969, at 10:30 in the forenoon, then and there to take action under 
Article 1, and to meet on Saturday, the fifteenth day of February, 
1969, at 1:00 P.M. in the Hopkins Academy cafetorium to act on 
all other articles:

To authorize the Selectmen to sell and convey 
by proper deeds in the name of the Town any land owned by the 
Town or to grant an easement in any land owned or in control of 
the Town or act anything thereon.

Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to prosecute, defend and compromise all suits that may be 
brought against the Town, employing counsel when be needed 
or act anything thereon.

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in enticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1969 and January 1, 1970, in 
accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 4, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with the provisions 
of Generel Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or take any action 
thereon.

Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell, after giving notice of the sale in some convenient place 
in the Town at least fourteen (14) days before this sale, property 
taken by the Town under tax title procedure, which takings have 
been confirmed by the Land Court, at public auction with the 
right of the Selectmen or their duly authorized agents to reject 
any and all bids which they may deem inadequate for said pro- 
perty or take any action thereon.

a reserve fund for the current financial year or take any action 
thereon.

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of seventy five thousand ($75,000.00) dollars for the install- 
ation of 8” diameter gravity, sanitary sewer pipe lines and their 
necessary appurtenances as a portion of Section 2 of Phase 2 of 
the Town’s proposed sanitary sewerage system, the work to in- 
clude installation of an 8” gravity pipe line on each side of West 
Street from Russell Street northerly to North Lane, and deter- 
mine whether this money shall be provided by taxation, by ap- 
propriation from available funds in the Town Treasury, or by 
borrowing under the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or by a combination 
of any or all of these methods or take any action relative thereto. 

(Recommend - Providing $10,000 be Appropriated ‘from 

Free Cash) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of fifty five thousand ($55,000.00) dollars for the installation 
of a 12” diameter gravity, sanitary sewer pipe line and their 
necessary appurtenances, as a portion of Section 2 of Phase 2 of 
the Town’s proposed sanitary sewerage system, the work to in- 
clude installation of a 12” gravity pipe line on Middle Street from 
the existing northerly terminus of the Town sewerage to the 
intersection of Middle Street and River Drive, approximately 
two hundred fifty (250) feet northerly of North Lane, and deter- 
mine whether this money shall be provided by -taxation, by 
appropriation from available funds in the Town treasury, or by 
borrowing under the provisions of Chapter, 44 of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or by a combination 
of any or all of these methods or take any action relative thereto. 
(Not Recommended at this time due to over all Increased Budget) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the State under the provisions of 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty-four thousand eight hundred ($24,800.00) dollars; 
the. State’s share seventeen thousand fifty ($17,050.00) dollars 
and the Town’s share seven thousand seven hundred fifty dollars 
($7,750.00) or take any action thereon. 

(Recommended) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the County of Hampshire for the maintenance of Chapter 90 
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roads under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, and to raise and appropriate the sum of four thou- 
sand ($4,000.00) dollars the State’s share, four thousand dollars 
($4,000.00) the County’s share, and four thousand ($4,000.00) 
dollars the Town’s share, totaling twelve thousand ($12,000.00) 
dollars or act anything thereon.

dollars; eleven thousand one hundred ($11,100.00) dollars the 
State’s share, five thousand five hundred and fifty dollars

tion of portions of Bay Road and North Maple Street or take any 
action thereon.

To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase an industrial tractor loader and backhoe for the 
Highway Department and to appropriate a sum of money from 
the Road Machinery Earnings Fund for said purpose or take any 
action thereon.

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money from available funds and that this sum be used 
in computing the Tax Levy for 1969 or take any action thereon.

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a 
gift the sum of four hundred ($400.00) dollars from the Hadley 
Lions Club for the purchase of furniture for the conference room 
in the Town Hall and to appropriate said sum for said purpose 
or take any action thereon.

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money and to authorize the Selectmen to pur- 
chase or take by emirent domain under Chapter 79 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, as amended, and all other powers per- 
taining thereto the property hereinafter described for use of 
the Fire Department or act anything thereon. Said tract or parcel 
of land, belonging to J. & R. Hutchins, Inc., is located on the 
southerly side of the West Street Fire Station in said Hadley, 
more particularly bounded and described as follows. Beginning 
at an iron pin at the northeast corner of land belonging to the 
Town of Hadley, same being the northwest corner of tract to be 
conveyed. Thence south 78° 55” E, twenty-two (22) feet easterly 
along the southerly line of John Koloski heirs to an iron pin, set 
in ground. 

Thence running along a bearing of south 9° west along the 
westerly line of J. & R. Hutchins, Inc., sixty (60) feet to a stone 
bound set in ground, thence north 78° 55” W along the northerly 
line of other land of J. & R. Hutchins, Inc., same being the sou- 
therly line of tract to be conveyed, ninety-three (93) feet to a 
stone bound. 

Thence running along a bearing of north 7° 46” W a distance 
of twenty point eight (20.8) feet-to an iron pin. Thence running 
along a bearing south 78° 55” E seventy-seven (77) feet to a 
stone bound known as the southeast corner of fire house lot.

To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


During the months of December and January, the Finance 
Committee met with town officials, heads of departments and 
committees. The Finance Committee was impressed with the con- 
scientious approach both individuals and boards have toward 
their duties. 

Activity in the renovated town hall has increased. All town 
officers and committees have space to work under pleasant con- 
ditions. 

We have recommended modest increases in salaries where 
requested, but feel that the success of our community depends on 
the theory that all people owe some of their time and talent to 
the betterment of local government.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


As the main functioning body of our town government it is 
the responsibility of the selectmen to set into motion those actions 
necessary to fulfill the needs of our community. The first such 
action, following the election, was the Town Meeting. The 1968 
meeting established a first in the Town’s history with an appro- 
priation of well over a million dollars. The school budget ab- 
sorbed the major portion of this appropriation. Further exten- 
sion of our sewer system was approved. Completion of this pro- 
ject on Russell Street (irom Middle Street to West Street) and 
both sides of South West Street has been finalized. A new pickup 
truck was purchased for use by the Highway Department and 
we also purchased property on Bay Road which is now in use 
as a gravel bank. 


In addition to approving money appropriations, the Town 
also voted to authorize the selectmen to appoint various com- 
mittees. As a result the Town Highway Garage Committee was 
established to investigate the need for the construction of a new 
highway garage. An analysis of their findings is contained in 
their report. 


A Public Safety Committee, named to survey the Town’s 
future public safety needs, has been conducting an extensive 
study of this increasingly important problem. Since there are 
many factors to be considered, the committee could not submit 
any conclusive solutions for this year’s report, but will continue 
its efforts and present a report of its findings and recommenda- 
tions by 1970. 


Article 29 of the 1968 Warrant authorized the Board to have 
a survey and appraisal made on a portion of land abutting the 
West Street Fire Station, and a survey of the land was made by 
professional personnel. An article for the Town to purchase this 
property appears in the 1969 Warrant. We feel that favorable 
action should be taken on this article as acquisition of the prop- 
erty would make future additions to the fire station possible. 


The major reconstruction work under Chapter 90 provisions 
was on portions of Bay Road. The project progressed satisfac- 
torily under the supervision of our new Highway Superintendent, 
Frank Baj. All other phases of maintenance under the provisions 
of Chapters 90, 81, and 616 have also been carried out. A more 
detailed account of the work accomplished is contained in the 
Highway Superintendent’s report. During the year, we partici- 
pated in periodic inspectons of the Town with the Highway 
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Superintendent and found that, on the whole, road and sidewalk 
conditions are good. 


The Town is indebted to the Soil Conservation Service of 
the United States Department of Agriculture for providing the 
Town, at no cost, with a Natural Resources Inventory, and to the 
seven townspeople who served as an advisory group in this com- 
bined effort. This group worked closely with the Hampshire 
County Conservation District and the natural resources Technai- 
cal Team whose task it was to inventory the potential recreation- 
al sites within the Town. A report on the Natural Resources 
Inventory follows. 


Hadley was well represented in the 250th anniversary pa- 
rades for the Towns of Granby and Sunderland. The selectmen 
were proud to be part of these joyous festivities and we laud the 
local committee for its efforts in organizing the marching units, 
floats, and music for the Hadley contingent. 


In September, we witnessed the dedication of the newly reno- 
vated Town Hall and we concur with the statement, ““Hadley’s 
Venerable Town Hall is Good for Another Century.” The suc- 
cessful completion of this project was the direct result of many 
hours of diligent research on the part of the Town Hall Improve- 
ment Committee. We wish to exvress our deepest appreciation 
to the members of this Committee. 


Despite the many accomplishments made by the Town dur- 
ing the past year, some problems have remained. The one prob- 
lem which continues to follow us year after year is Route 9, 
Russell Street. In previous reports, we have expressed our con- 
cern regarding the heavy influx of traffic on this road, and the 
report of the Police Department will bear out that in 1968 Route 
9 was again vlagued with accidents—including one fatality. We 
conferred in Boston with officials of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Puble Works relative to a proposed Route 9 by-pass. 
Three suggestions had been under study several years ago per- 
taining to the by-pass, but it appears that all of them have been 
discarded. We were also informed that any change in the relo- 
cation of this route would not take place for several years. There 
are apparently no plans in the near or distant future to extend 
Route 116 in a southerly direction from its present terminus in 
East Hadley. We shall continue to keep abreast of all develop- 
ments with regard to proposed route changes. 


As of July 1, 1968, the State assumed direct administration 
of the public welfare programs in all cities and towns in the Com- 
monwealth. Although no appropriation is requested in our town 
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budget, welfare will be a heavier financial burden to the town. 
Funds to run the State Welfare Board will no doubt have to come 
out of the Local Aid Fund, and, as a result, the cities and towns 
will realize smaller reimbursements from the State. There is no 
need to elaborate any further on the welfare situation as much 
publicity has already been given in newspaper accounts on the 
financial aspect of the Massachusetts Welfare Program. 


Like all other communities, we are concerned with the in- 
creased cost of education and especially in regard to the State’s 
insistence upon regionalization. The decision as to which direc- 
tion the Hadley School system will take must be made within the 
next year. Further information on this subject will be found in 
the report of the School Building Needs Committee. 


In this brief summary, we have attempted to report to you 
on some of our actions and activities for the year. In addition 
we held several public hearings, attended meetings at neigh- 
boring colleges, met with selectmen of other communities on 
matters of mutual concern, and met with officials on both the 
County and State level in an effort to keep informed on proposed 
legislation and its effect on our community. 


We have endeavored to cooperate to the fullest extent pos- 
sible with all other departments which make up the remainder 
of our town government. We believe that by discussing, planning, 
and working together much more can be done to provide for the 
betterment of our community. With this thought in mind, we 
know the Town of Hadley can continue to grow and prosper.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1968. 
Chapter 81 


The following roads and streets were surfaced and treated; 
Bay Road .08 of a mile from Amherst line to South Maple Street; 
Mill Valley Road .08 of a mile from Amherst line to South Maple 
Street Junction; North Lane .03 of a mile; North Branch Road .03 
of a mile from Cemetery Road to the Town Dump; Pine Hill Road 
.01 of a mile; Stockwell Road .05 of a mile from Mt. Warner Road 
to Route 47; North Maple Street .03 of a mile from Rocky Hill 
Junction to Mt. Warner Road; West Street West .06 of a mile from 
Route 9 to Bay Road, Comins Road 1 mile from Amherst line to 
Route 47. 


Improvements 


West Street West was scarified and excavated. One foot of 
gravel was put in for base and two coats of seal for half inch 
stone. The drainage on West Street was completed. Manholes and 
catch basins were constructed and the road was widened to 
twenty-four feet. Considerable work was done through mainten- 
ance on the highway by scraping, graveling, patching, cutting 
brush, sweeping, cleaning out ditches and catch basins; in the 
winter, plowing snow. 


Chapter 90 Constructicn 


Chapter 90 construction for 1967 was done this year. Drain- 
age was put in, the road was widened to thirty feet, the base 
course was applied, and berms were constructed. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


Surface Treatment - from South Hadley line one mile to 
Mitch’s Marina and from Sunderland line 1.2 miles to Dwyer’s 
Bridge. Attention was also given to drainage and cross sections 
were repaired. Yellow and white lines were put in from South 
Hadley line to Sunderland line. Catch basins were cleaned, brush 
was cut along the roadway, and cement posts were put in where 
needed. 


Sidewalk - On Russell Street beginning at the American 
I.egion to St. John’s Church, the sidewalk was widened and hard 
surfaced. On West Street the sidewalk was repaired and resur- 
faced. The following sidewalks were also resurfaced: In front of 


Walter’s Appliance and Furniture, Inc; on Middle Street from 
the Rectory to Railroad Street; on Russell Street in front of the 
William Sienkiewicz residence; and on Middle Street from Sul- 
livan’s residence to Drozdal’s residence. 


Bridges 


Moody Bridge Road Bridge and Russellville Bridge were re- 
paired. They were also painted and resurfaced with bituminous 
asphalt. The bridge on Moody Bridge Road by Devine’s property 
was replaced with thirty foot culvert width to widen the road. 


Dikes 


The dike was maintained by mowing weeds and patching 
ruts. It was also checked for woodchuck holes. 


I wish to express my thanks to the members of the Highway 
Department, town officials, and the citizens of Hadley for their 
fine co-operation with the Highway Department.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
We, herewith, submit our Fifth Annual Report. 


At the Annual Meeting in February, 1968, the Town voted 
to sewer Russell Street going west to West Street Common down 
the south end of West Street to a pump station, then east on Bay 
Road back to station on Middle Street. 


A gravity line runs along Russell Street, West Street and 
Bay Road with a forced main running parallel to the gravity 
line to Middle Street, along Bay Road. 


The West Street pump station was not acceptable to the 
Sewer Commissioners as one section was found defective. This 
delayed home owners from connecting to the new sewer. 


On December 8, 1968, a number of residents filed applica- 
tions to enter into the new sewer. 


The Town of Hadley has been reimbursed by the Massachu- 
setts Water Resources Commission under the Water Pollution 
Control Act in the amount of $549.00 for our part in contributing 
to keeping pollution under control in the Connecticut River. This 
reimbursement continues through 1984 and for the next five 
years will be increased by $830.00. Also, $8,300.00 for new ties 
to the sewer system was realized this year. There are eighty-five 
(85) homes and business establishments now serviced by the 
sewer which carries a daily flow of approximately 40,000 gallons. 
This flow is not adequate for proper functioning of the treatment 
plant in the winter. The Sewer Commissioners strongly advocate 
further extension of street sewers in 1969. 


The Commissioners applied to the Federal Government for 
aid in constructing new sewers but were rejected due to the fact 
that no allocations for funds were available at present. This is 
the second year that this has happened. 


Two (2) new commercial type businesses in the shopping 
center area have been tied into the system.

For the second year in a row, Hadley experienced a bomb 
scare at Hopkins Academy. Its second and third. Working in 
close harmony with the Police Department, a thorough and sys- 
tematic search of the Hopkins Academy was made for the bomb. 
Lt. Powers of the State Fire Marshall’s office was called to the 
scene and with the combined efforts on the part of both he and 
the Chief of Police, the offender was apprehended. 


An unusual amount of grass fires plagued the Dept. in the 
past year. Citizens are urged to obtain permits for such fires be- 
forehand and to use extreme caution while burning. 


On June 9, 1968 at 4:00 P.M., the Fire Dept. was called for 
an accidental drowning on the Conn. River. At 4:30 P.M., re- 
covery operations were started and continued.until darkness pre- 
vented any further efforts by a team of Scuba divers who’ had 
been summoned via the Tri-State Mutual Aid system of which 
Hadley is a member. On:June-10th, the following day the same 
team of Scuba divers from the Brattleboro Fire Dept. operating 
from their “Duck” succeeded in locating the body in 10 feet of 
water approximately 30 feét from shore. A boat operated by Had- 
ley fire fighters Charles. Sienkiewicz and Joe Gnatek assisted the 
Scuba divers with the task of bringing the body of the victim. 
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A request for aid by the Sunderland Fire Dept. thru the 
Mutual Aid network was complied with and three trucks were 
sent to the scene of a serious fire a short distance over the town 
line. 


Local police requested the washing of spilled gasoline on 
the highway at the scene of an accident. 


Heavy snow which fell on the valley early in November put 
excessive weight on power lines, causing them to break creating 
a power failure. Emergency power for radio communications and 
lights at the fire station was pressed into service with the use of 
the emergency generator. 


Complying with insurance regulations, a monthly test of the 
Zayre Alerm System was conducted. 


Fees for installation or alteration of oil burning equipment 
which were collected have been turned into the Town Treasurer. 


Fire Extinguishers in the School System have been inspected 
and recharged. 


At the request of the Board of Health, the Hockanum water 
hole was pumped dry to eliminate the foul odor which was being 
cast off from it. 


Hook and Ladder No. 2 of North Hadley donated a Scott Air 
Pac to the town. This equipment was accepted with deep appre- 
ciation and gratitude. 


An unusual service was rendered by the Fire Dept. this 
year. Twice, assistance was requested to release a child who was 
accidently locked in a bathroom. 


Portable pumps were put into service and used to pump out 
cellars when flash flooding caused by heavy rain flooded some 
homes in low areas. 


In closing my report, I wish to express my thanks to the men 
who have responded to alarms when they have been sounded, 
both day and night. 


The mutual cooperation between the Fire and the Police De- 
partments has been greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit, herewith, my Annual Report as Chief of Police of 
the Town of Hadey for the year 1968. 


The Police Department consists of fourteen men including 
six elected constables, six appointed police officers, and two 
part-time police officers. The six constables elected at the An- 
nual Town Meeting are as follows: Frank E. Koloski, John Pli- 
ska, Adolph Pipczynski, Edward S. Waskiewicz, Charles Wanat, 
and Joel Searle. The appointed police officers include Stanley 
Baj, Joseph Drozdal, Michael Martula, Robert Stefan, Bernett 
Waskiewicz, and Stanley Witkas. John H. Kowal and Joseph 
Wanczyk are part-time police officers under Civil Service. 


The year 1968 was active year for the Department, as the ac- 
companying statistics will indicate. There was increased number 
of calls for assistance from town citizens and from surrounding 
departments as well as from departments as far away as Alaska, 
California and Florida. 


The following table will illustrate the increased number of 
motor vehicle accidents that occurred within the town limits 
from 1964 to 1968. Statistics show an actual increase of 57 per 
cent in the number of accidents. The amount of property damage 
incurred has more than doubled within the past four years. We 
have also witnessed three motor vehicle traffic deaths.

Of the 114 accidents investigated by our Department, 33 
operators were prosecuted in court and 45 had Registry action 
taken against them. 


Route 9 is the most heavily traveled road in the Town of 
Hadley, and the traffic on this highway is still increasing. Other 
roads are also beginning to show signs of additional use. Traffic 
on Rocky Hill Road increased 64 per cent from 1,129 cars every 
24 hours in 1964 to 1,753 cars daily in 1968. Members of the De- 
partment have been observing those sections of highways where 
accidents have previously occured and, as a result, have peti- 
tioned the Selectmen for stop signs in two locations including the 
intersection of Breckenridge Road and Huntington Road. The 
Department has also placed No Parking signs on these two roads 
due to the presence of the playground. A petition for a stop sign 
at the intersecton of Shattuck Road and Comins Road has been 
presented to the Selectmen. Several other intersections are also 
being observed by the Department and appropriate action will 
be taken. 


The following tables will give an indication of the increased 
number of investigations and arrests made by the Department 
from 1964 to 1968.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1968. 


Program papers for the Town of Hadley were submitted and 
approved by M.C.D.A. 


This certification qualified the Town for surplus property 
if and when available. Prior to this year, this program was on a 
first come first served basis. However, this year an appointment 
by towns was enacted and Hadley finally got its share. The var- 
ious department heads such as Highway, Sewer, Health and Se- 
lectmen went to Taunton to view the surplus property and came 
home with a wealth of material to help furnish the Town Hall 
and to equip their various departments at a minimum of actual 
cost. Among items brought back were desks, file cabinets, ster- 
ilizers, typewriters, nuts, bolts, etc. Although other departments 
benefited from this purchase, no deduction was made from their 
respective budgets. Costs were absorbed by Civil Defense. 


A survey of each individual home was taken in 1968 by the 
Federal Government in order to determine the Protection Factor 
in each home. Results of the survey were mailed to every house- 
hold with recommendations on how to improve or set up a shelter 
if none was available. 


More equipment was purchased by your director and placed 
at the disposal of the Fire Department for use in emergencies. 
Such an emergency as the power failure caused by heavy snows 
early in November offered the opportunity to activate a genera- 
tor purchased some time ago. This gave the Fire Department 
power for radio communication and lights at the Fire Station. 


In conclusion, I again wish to stress the importance and the 
need for preparing against possible disaster.

During the year 1968, a number of new businesses established 
in town. In addition, the Develipment and Industrial Commission 
received a surprisingly large number of requests from nationally 
known food chains, a large warehousing firm and other small 
businesses for land sites and statistical data. In this respect, the 
Commission was severely handicapped as only three properties 
were registered in 1968 as available for develooment. Also, the 
statistical data, including maps were found to be outdated. 


During the coming yecr the Commission will attempt to con- 
tact all landowners in the business zoned districts for inventory 
purposes. This will assist the Commission in providing contacts 
between developers and landowners who have land available. 


A total of twelve meetings were held in 1968. Substantial 
progress in preparing a brochure as well as updating the statisti- 
cal data was made.

REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Zoning Board of Appeals hereby submits its annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1968. 


This Board received twenty-one petitions during 1968 as 
compared to eighteen in 1967 and nine in 1966. Twelve variances 
or special permits were granted and nine were denied. Each pe- 
tition requires: (1) Board members meeting at site for inspec- 
tion and measuring to verify statistics submitted by petitioner; 
(2) a Public Hearing. 


Early this year the Board completed a time-consuming and 
long overdue task of adopting and printing rules for conducting 
Zoning Board of Appeals business. These rules were filed with 
the Town Clerk as stipulated in Sec. 18, Chap. 40A of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth. Many petitions presented now are 
of great magnitude and are presented by able legal talent; there- 
fore, the Zoning Board of Appeals must be constantly alert so that 
its decisions might not be challenged on legal technicalities. The 
Board found it necessary to increase its filing fee to $10.00 for 
each petition and $2.00 for renewals of trailer permits. 


Commercial construction in the East Hadley area was a ma- 
jor focal point for petitions, closely followed by development 
along the Connecticut River. The latter, while not involving land 
of such value as East Hadley area, presents many problems. The 
Board plans on working in this area on the basis of the Zoning 
By-Laws and in co-operation with the Division of Natural Re- 
sources which has the overall future of the Connecticut River 
under its jurisdiction so that development and construction will 
be a valued asset to the Town. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals and the Planning Board have 
planned joint meetings in 1969 to study the Hadley Zoning By- 
Laws with the purpose of updating them to cover problems that 
now confront the Town, in an atmosphere of expansion far dif- 
ferent than that which existed when the By-Laws were estab- 
lished in 1961. 


As always, we had the full co-operation and assistance of 
the Town’s capable inspector, Leonard Shuzdak; the Town Coun- 
sel, Miss Porada; the Selectmen; and all units of town govern- 
ment with whom we worked. We would like to see more “inter- 
ested citizens” at our public hearings as we feel every citizen of 
Hadley is directly involved in the problems these petitions pre- 
sent. Attending these hearings is an education in what is hap- 
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pening in the town and we would welcome, in fact we need, any 
contributions any citizens might make to aid the Board in making 
fair and just decisions. 


With one hearing already scheduled and several pending, the 
Board anticipates that 1969 will be a year even more active than 
previous years.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY 
NATURAL RESOURCES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This Committee was formed upon request of the Town Se- 
lectmen. The function was to assist the Hampshire County Soil 
Conservation Service conduct an inventory of sites with natural 
resource potentials. 


The cumlative efforts are found in the enclosed report which 
completed Phase I of the study. 


It was assumed that this Committee had served its purpose 
when Phase II of surveying the town for long range planning was 
voted down at the annual town meeting. 


However, the Selectmen requested that this Committee con- 
tinue to function by investigating and recommending potential 
land sites for development into recreational area use. 


The Committee was in agreement to give first to town owned 
property for this purpose. 


A number of trips were taken to the town owned land sites 
including a tour by town officials. These sites included the upper 
and lower reservoirs and an eight acre tract of land located near 
the town dump. At informal meetings, the pros and cons of these 
areas were considered. 


To get better perspective of the potential use and cost of 
developing facilities, it was necessary to seek the advice and 
council of experts in this field. With the assistance of the Com- 
mittee and a team of experts from the Hampshire County Soil 
Conservation Service, a study of the sites was completed. 


Our last and final meeting held Wednesday, November 12, 
1968, the Natural Resources Advisory Committee went on record 
as being in full support of recommending the sites for develop- 
ment into recreational use as outlined in the attached report.

Complying with Law and Custom, the Cemetery Committee, 
submit their annual report. 


The Season of 1968 produced 6% inches of rain in June, and 
with many rainy weekends, when most of the work has to be 
done, it appeared for a time that we could not operate within our 
budget; however the dry spell in late July and August dried up 
gress tor awhile. 


Three sides of the Russellville cemetery fence were repaired 
with new treated fence posts and some new boards, all were 
painted. It becomes increasingly difficult to keep wooden fences 
in repair. The picket fence in front of Plainville cemetery was 
painted. 


Descendents of one of the pioneer families in Hadley, erected 
a granite memorial to Timothy Nash who came to Hadley in 1661. 
This is in the 1661 section of Old Hadley Cemetery. 


1968 was a big year for visitors and tourists to the older 
cemeteries. . Visitors from Texas to Northern Michigan were 
briefed on many things. 


The craze for taking rubbings of the older sculptured stones 
continues to increase, most of the people came from neighboring 
college towns but, some were from Western States. The finished 
results often were works of art. 


Burials: North Hadley, one regular, two crematory urns. 
Russellville, none. Plainville, two. Hockanum, one. Old Hadley, 
eight regular, 2 crematory urns, one infant. 


Sold four lots, six new Perpetual Care funds, prices single 
grave $75. Prices for new lots start at a 10’ x 10’ for $150, which 
compares with prices in adjacent cities and towns. 


We ask for an appropriation of $1,700.00 plus income from 
P.C. funds. We continue the drive for more P.C. funds, often re- 
ceiving increase on smaller funds already deposited.

At the 
North Hadley branch a table was refinished and a few new chairs 
replaced some very well worn and used ones.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


During 1868 Goodwin Memorial Library was open week- 
day for three hours each afternoon as well as two hours in the 
evenings of Tuesdays and Fridays. In the summer months of 
July and August the library was closed on Monday afternoons. 
National holidays which occurred during the week, a bad storm, 
and two days when interior walls were being painted reduced 
the total hours open to 915. The number of books borrowed was 
4.854. Ths circulation was mostly for eager young people. 

The number of adults using the library has declined inspite 
of the attractive variety of the 213 new books purchased and the 
changing selection of over one hundred books borrowed from 
the Bookmobile on each of its visits. Twenty-five current books 
and an illuminated National Geographic globe were gifts to the 
library. The American Heritage Book of the Presidency was pur- 
chased on the Anna Ryan fund. An assortment of records has 
been catalogued for circulation. 

Some students from the University of Massachusetts have 
found material in our library helpful to them for their special 
projects as student teachers. In another instance three graduate 
students in the Landscape Architecture Dept. working on “A 
Small Town Study” (North Hadley) were appreciative of the 
resources made available to them. 

Miss Crosier and Mr. Murphy were the assistant librarians 
with Patricia Pekala and Elaine Szafir the Library Aides. 

The interest and efforts of the trustees to improve the phy- 
sical appearance and comfort of the library itself have not been 
in vain when more people come more often.

NORTH HADLEY BRANCH 


Trustees of the Goodwin Memorial Library: 


I hereby submit my annual report for 1968 as Librarian of 
the North Hadley Branch of the Goodwin Memorial Library. 


The North Hadley Branch has been open on 94 days during 
the year. Regular hours have been on Mondays from 3 to 5 and 
6:30 to 9:00, and on Thursdays from 3 to 5. The Thursday hours 
were cancelled during the month of August. 


A total of 68 books have been purchased for circulation, 48 
for adults and 20 for children. The monthly selections of the 
Around the World Pregrem have been continued, and the 1968 
World Book Yearbook has been added to the existing set. Dona- 
tions of 20 books have been received from Mrs. Doheny Sessions, 
Dr. J. H. Huntington, iirs. Miriam Pratt and Mr. & Mrs. R. W. 
French. Of these, 20 were children’s books. The Booxmobile from 
the Western Mass. Regional Liorary at Soringfield has come 
seven times in 1968, affording the opportunity to add a greater 
variety of reading material to the library shelves, and the selec- 
tions are greatly appreciated, Books in large print for partially 
sighted readers are included. Special books have been obtained 
on Interlibrary Loan on request. A record collection has been 
started with twelve classical records available for borrowing. 


There was a total circulation of 3454 books for the year, a 
gain of 451 over last year’s figures. By months, the circulation 
was as iollows: 

January 230; February 260; March 314; May 286; 
June 275; July 292; August 182; September 326; 
October 876; November 271; December 290. 


The major job of painting all the bookshelves has been un- 
dertaken in December, as well as repainting window sash, and 
revarnishing woodwork. This is a much needed job which has re- 
sulted in a lighter and more attractive room, as the bookshelves 
had not been repainted for a great many years. Four new chairs 
have been purchased for use at the reading table.

To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


In administrating its responsibilities for the health of our 
community, the Board of Health experienced another busy year. 


Eating and Drinking Establishments: 

Inspections of eating and drinking establishments found 
overall conditions satisfactory in regards to cleanliness and meth- 
ods of sanitation. It was unfortunate that this board had to take 
drastic emergency measures in closing two eating establishments 
temporarily until potentially dangerous conditions were cor- 
rected. 


In some instances, suggestions were made to improve sani- 
tary conditions, but by in large, conditions of eating and drinking 
establishments are much improved. 


Public Health Nurse: 


Cur Public Health nurse, Mrs. Helen Vanasse, as usual had 
another busy year in carrying out her duties to promote good 
health within our community. She worked diligently throughout 
the year to maintain high standards of public health in Hadley. 


We hope she will continue to serve this town in that capa- 
city for years to come. 


We must again familiarize the public of two laws set forth 
by the General Laws of Mass.

REPORT OF THE 
SOUTHERN FRANKLIN WELFARE DISTRICT 


From January 1, 1968 to July 1, 1968 
SOUTHERN FRANKLIN WELFARE SERVICE OFFICE 
From July 1, 1968 to December 31, 1968 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The Staff of your Welfare Office has continued to be exceed- 
ingly pressured with too much work and insufficient help during 
the past year. In January, Miss Alice Russell of Hadley was em- 
ployed on a Provisional Civil Service Appointment as a Social 
Worker. Because the State Department had allocated two Social 
Workers and the Director to this office, Miss Russell left us in 
June when Mrs. Margaret Fitzgerald of Greenfield was appointed 
as a Permanent Civil Service Employee. The continually in- 
creasing caseload indicated the need for a third Social Worker, 
but we were unable to obtain State approval for an increase in 
staff after April first because of the impending change in admini- 
stration. You perhaps remember, we started 1968 with a case 
load numbering 270. As of July first, this had increased to 315. 
We begin 1969 with 358 cases. 


Our clerical staff still numbers three, but Mrs. Clough Ro- 
bertson resigned in April because of health reasons. We were 
most fortunate to obtained the services of Mrs. Kathleen McCar- 
thy in June. She came to us from thirteen years experience in 
the office of the Greenfield Visiting Nurses and has been a very 
welcome addition to our staff. 


The Surplus Foods Program continues to increase in dimen- 
sion. We now have about twenty-five different commodities a- 
vailable to supplement the nutrition needs of Welfare Clients 
and other low income people. It has been necessary to purchase 
another used refrigerator to accommodate the large amounts of 
butter, lard, and cheese dispensed each month. 


By means of gifts from various organizations and interested 
individuals, we were able to again remember over a hundred 
children this Christmas. Seasonal Greetings were also sent to 
our Nursing Home Patients. 


This report could include information that our paper work 
has nearly doubled since July first, that we now work longer 
hours for approximately the same salary, that we hold office 
hours one afternoon a month in the towns of Conway, Hadley, 
Sunderland, and Whately. However, we continue to be available 
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to try to help with all kinds, of services wherever need exists, 
and we hope you will continue to help us function in this, one of 
our primary responsibilities. 


The total amount paid to and for clients in Hadley during the 
first six months of 1968 was $40,582.33 as compared to $54,648.77 
spent during the whole year of 1967. Our largest increase has 
been in the Medical Assistance Category, commonly called ‘‘Med- 
icaid”. Part of the reason for this is the liberal program estab- 
lished by the State Welfare Department and approved by Feder- 
al officials. Also it should be noted that hospital costs, Nursing 
Home rates, Dental and other Fee Schedules have all imcreased 
during the past year. Most people working with the Welfare Cli- 
ent and his Medical Vendor feel that Medical Services should 
not be curtailed. However, a ‘Means Test” using reasonable 
Gross Income rather than the complicated Net Income procedure 
now in use would seem more practical as well as equitable state- 
wide. 


The continuing cooperation of all interested residents of Had- 
ley is sincerely appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HALL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Town Hall Building Committee hereby submits its re- 
port for the year 1968. 


The committee which met during 1967 to study renovating 
the town hall was appointed again to carry out these renovations. 
The town appropriated the sum of $125,000 for the purpose of 
renovating the Town Hall. The job was put out to bid with 
George Croteau & Sons being awarded the contract as low bid- 
der at a cost of $79,900. 


The Committee met every two weeks until July when the 
renovations were just about completed. The tuwn offices moved 
into the old Hopkins gymnasium for the duration of the reno- 
vations which enabled the construction to move at a faster pace. 
Around the middle of August, the offices moved into their new 
quarters with only a few items not completed. 


On September 8, 1968, an open house was held so that all 
townspeople and friends could see the results of the renovations. 
A brochure, which inciuded oil pictures and a history of tae 
Town Hall to the present time, was published and distributed 
to the townspeople for this occasion. 


The committee met on November 6, 1968 for their final meet- 
ing and voted to accept the building as complete. The amount 
expended for the renovation of the Town Hall was $102,500. 


We wish to extend our thanks to the Historical Committee 
for compiling the information for the brochure, to Mr. John De- 
vine for his faithful service, and to all Departments for their 
cooperation during the renovations.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The school building needs and regional study committee was 
selected by the Town Moderator after the last town meeting. 
This is a result of the action taken by the townspeople on the 
article submitted by the school committee. 


There seems to be little doubt that in the very near future 
a distinct change will take place in the Hadley educational pro- 
gram. This is necessitated by many things but perhaps the two 
most important are the changes on education itself. It would ap- 
pear from the report prepared by the Secondary Schools Asso- 
ciation on the accreditation of Hopkins Academy that an ex- 
panded program is needed on the secondary level to keep abreast 
of the constant changes in education. A study committee of Had- 
ley teachers, authorized by the school committee to work through 
the summer, provided more material to substantiate this idea of 
a broader curriculum. The second and most pressing demand for 
change in a small school system such as Hadley’s are those de- 
mands brought about by the educational guidelines established 
by the State Board of Education. 


At present the state has established December of 1969 as the 
time limit for small schools to either be in a regional system of 
2,000 pupils or to have a program prepared acceptable to the 
state as to how they intend to accomplish this. This committee 
has met with representatives of the state board of education at 
various times during the summer and fall to see how best we 
might meet the state’s guidelines. With a present school popula- 
tion of approximately 850 pupils, it would seem that regionali- 
zation is our only answer that will be acceptable to the state. 
Regionalization should be able to offer a broader curriculum, 
which is basically what we are seeking, more economically than 
if we attempted to expand our program alone. 


Because of various factors such as distance, transportation, 
and towns with problems of their own, there are not too many 
choices left open to us for regionalization. Your committee has 
met with some of the neighboring towns and is continuing to do so 
to see what is the best way to solve Hadley’s problem. We feel 
we must consider what is for the educational program of Hadley 
and we must consider the economics of the situation and the 
compatibility of the towns involved.

At this time there are still many questions to be answered 
and we do not have a definite program to present to the people 
of Hadley. The committee will continue to investigate and as 
soon as a program has been formulated, it will be presented at 
a special town meeting.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


As was indicated in our report to the townspeople last year, 
changes are taking place in the Hadley School System. It is rea- 
sonably evident to us that we cannot continue without change. 
There are several reasons for this. 


Entrance standards of schools of higher education are being 
raised as the school-age population increases. This has been noted 
in Hadley this year as Hopkins Academy underwent its second 
review by the New England Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools. To qualify for accreditation by this organization, 
certain standard of performance in a variety of areas must be 
achieved. Each year, it becomes increasingly difficult for smaller 
school systems to achieve this level of performance, as judged 
by this organization. This is so because of the difficulty encoun- 
tered in small schools in providing the desired variety of course 
offerings; a sufficient number of specialists in supporting areas; 
adequate physical plants; and administrative staff. The limita- 
tion we face is that the number of students in elective courses 
may be so small that the cost to offer these courses becomes pro- 
hibitively high. 


Hopkins Academy did pass this evalation with a five-year 
interim accreditation. Further details on the evaluation are in- 
cluded with Principal Zalot’s report. 
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One by-product of the evaluation was that the Hopkins A- 
eademy staff participated in a self-evaluation program prior to 
the actual cooperation with the visiting evaluation committee. 
This internal critique led in turn to the creation of a committee 
of teachers, specialists, and administrators who worked during 
last summer to review various aspects of the curriculum of the 
entire school system. This effort marked the first formal in- 
volvement of a group of teachers in planning process for the de- 
velopment of the schools, a process we hope will continue. 


The evaluation report contained 268 recommendations of all 
types; the summer curriculum study group presented 54 more re- 
lated in some way to the curriculum of the entire school system. 
Some of the recommendations of the two groups overlap, but 
there is ample evidence presented by these studies to indicate 
that changes are required; that we cannot become complacent. 


The greatest problem is how to implement these, or other 
recommendations, when a major portion involve space in some 
way. Thus we are faced with a two-sided problem: seeking space 
for long-term needs; and evaluating alternative methods for pro- 
viding a diverse curriculum and associated services without addi- 
tion of space for immediate implementation. 


The State Department of Education policies in regard to re- 
gionalization will directly affect us as we seek additional space. 
Present State guidelines svecity that each school system should 
be comprised of 2,090 pupils in grades K-12 under one superin- 
tendent by December, 1969, or each school system must file a 
plan by December, 1969 with the State Department of Educa- 
tion specifying how it expects to achieve these goals. At the pre- 
sent time, we have fewer than 1,000 pupils in our school system. 
Thus, the efforts of the Regional Planning Committee, chaired 
by Mr. Kelleher, are directed at providing the basis for meeting 
these state requirements. The School Committee and the Super- 
intendent are working closely with the Regional Planning Com- 
mittee to coordinate this planning program. 


During 1968, Mr. E. Curtis Hall, who served the Town faith- 
fully for three years as Superintendent of Schools, resigned to 
accept a position with the State Department of Education. The 
school svstem moved forward under Mr. Hall’s direction, and was 
addressing itself to the problems which confront it as evidenced 
by the creation of the Regional Planning Committee in advance 
of the deadline date, and the steps taken to assure an interim ac- 
creditation of Hopkins Academy. 


Mr. Francis W. Gallishaw was selected as the new Super- 
intendent thorough a selection process in which the School Com- 
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mittee considered 25 candidates for the position. The School 
Commitee gratefully acknowledges the assistance of Mr. Charles 
Smith of the University of Massachusetts Placement Office who 
donated his services as consultant to the School Committee in 
the selection of a Superintendent of Schools for the Town. 


Since assuming his responsibilities in October, Mr. Galli- 
shaw has continued the forward plannng process underway in 
the schools by involving all of the teachers in the creation of a 
programmed budget. In this programming-planning-budgeting 
process, each teacher was asked to submit, either individually or 
through department , requests for materials and services required 
to support anticipated programs. These requests were evaluated 
first by the principals, then the Superintendent, and finally by 
the School Committee. Priorities according to needs have been 
established; and in some cases, long-term plans of action and ac- 
quisition have been established. Thus, the budget request you are 
being requested to approve reflects a careful consideration by 
every involved person of every expenditure required to support 
a functional program. 


Concepts currently under consideration by the school staff 
for implementation in 1969 and 1970 include flexible scheduling, 
differentiated staffing and expanded use of teaching interns and 
teacher aides. Through these innovations, we hope to address our- 
selves to the evident need for providing additional services and 
diversified curriculum which, under normal procedures, require 
additional space. 


We recognize that the success of these ventures depends 
largely on the involvement of the faculty. We have been fortu- 
nate in being able to develop a rapport with the teachers, who 
have been working diligently on plans for new methods of teach- 
ing outside of classroom time. While other communities have been 
torn apart by collective bargaining problems, the negotiation pro- 
ceedings in Hadley have provided a forum for face-to-face delib- 
eration of internal problems between the School Committee and 
the Hadley Teachers Association. These discussions have been 
free of recrimination and bickering, and have reflected the in- 
creasing professional and involvement of the faculty of the Had- 
ley Schools. The School Committee believes these discussions 
have been fruitful. 


In summary, we believe that the next few years will be sig- 
nificant ones for the educational system of the Town of Hadley. 
There are many difficult problems confronting us which will re- 
quire changes in the school system. Many of these problems are 
being caused by outside interests; such as the policies of the 
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State; and general educational trends acrcss the country. Un- 
doubtedly, as we attempt to find solutions to these problems, we 
will be faced with difficult decisions, and possibly internal stres- 
ses. However, a positive view will indicate that the direct bene- 
ficiaries of these efforts wlll be our own children. We hope you 
will continue to support the schools as you have in the past.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 

Since I have assumed my duties as Superintendent of Schools 
for only a brief four months, I therefore offer some observations 
of this past calendar year rather than a detailed report of what 
has certainly been made eventful by all of the people involved in 
our schools. 


1968 


My first observation of this past calendar year must be that 
the Hadley school system has taken many progressive steps to- 
ward improving its educational program and the quality of edu- 
cation for the pupils in its schools. Several of these steps must 
be credited to the leadership of the school committee and the pro- 
fessional staff of the schools. Both of these groups have estab- 
lished a working rapport with each other in a time when local 
control and teacher strength are at great odds in many other 
school districts throughout the state and nation. 


My second observation is that this cooperative leadership has 
accomplished a great many objectives. One objective is that the 
school committee has negotiated a teachers’ contract which is 
highly competitive for Western Massachusetts in benefits to tea- 
chers and therefore to our youngsters. Second, the school system 
began a special education class at the elementary level. Third, 
our elementary students have for the first time the services of 
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an elementary art specialist who is shared with the Amherst Re- 
gional school system marking a beginning of cooperative school 
programs. Fourth, an elementary music specialist has been hired 
to begin work in January of 1969. Fifth, our secondary teachers 
have been involved with the University of Mass. in establishing 
an internship program at Hopkins Academy. Sixth, an increase 
in per pupil spending has been made over the past year. This 
spending increase has most definitely affected the quality of 
specific parts of the educational program in our schools. It has 
been directed into such areas as smaller teacher-pupil ratios, ad- 
ditional course offerings at the secondary level and an expanded 
and updated elementary program in social studies, reading, and 
mathematics. It has also been directed into higher professional 
salaries which have made Hadley a competitive school district 
in this area. Seventh, a much needed expenditure in the mainte- 
nance program of the school buildings has been made during 
1968. There has been and will continue to be a need to vroperly 
maintain our school buildings through preventive care rather 
than trouble shooting when a serious maintenance problem oc- 
curs. Eighth, several staff members had the opportunity this 
past summer to assess the evaluation made by the New England 
Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges and to provide the 
ground work for specific steps to be taken in the immediate fu- 
ture in order to improve certain elements of our school system. 


My final observation of 1968 is one that I think the people of 
Hadley should be especially proud of. That is, the expression of 
maturity that our students have demonstrated in their behavior 
and seriousness of purpose during this past year. These expres- 
sions of maturity have come at a time when disruptive behavior 
interupts many other school districts at all levels. Students in 
both our elementary and secondary schools have shown that they 
intend to derive the most from the public education that is pro- 
vided for them. This is most definitely commendable to them and 
to their parents. 


1969 


I believe the people of Hadley and especially the students 
in our schools have something to look forward to in the coming 
year. The school staff anticipates many changes which will im- 
prove our school system. The most notable change that has been 
part way accomplished at this writing is the involvement of our 
staff in preparing a school budget. In 1969 each expenditure 
that has been approved by the school committee has had an edu- 
cational purpose and direction behind it. The school committee 
had the opportunity to accept or reject many programs for their 
own merits rather than to depend purely on speculation and im- 
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agination. Our intention is to continue developing a program 
budget which will eventually enable the school committee to, 
evaluate each expenditure it makes and to add or delete expen- 
ses because of the merits of each program itself. 


' Second, the school committee negotiated and amended the 
contract with the Hadley teachers association that projects sev- 
eral no-cost changes in the coming school year. The Teachers’ 
Association and its members have been changed with two dis- 
tinct innovations to be presented within the schools in 1969. The 
first item bargained for was a plan of “differentiated staffing” 
to be introduced in 1970. The second item was a plan for flexible 
scheduling to be intreduced into Hopkins Academy next fall. 
Both of these innovations have the pvotential of giving our school 
system more flexibility, a greater utilization of the professional 
teacher, and a more effective and efficient school program. 


Third, regionalization, perhaps the most talked about school 
issue today, is a problem that is being worked out cooperatively 
by the school committee and the planning committee established 
at the past town meeting. I believe this is an issue too complex 
to discuss in this report and I would point out that Mr. Kelleher’s 
report outlines the procedures to date that Hadley has been in- 
volved in as far as regionalization is concerned. I would like only 
to say that regionalization within the guidelines of the Depart- 
ment of Education is inevitable. How it is to be accomplished 
will eventually be the decision of the townspeople. 


Fourth, our elementary school program will be in the process 
of organizational change. In this coming year, new staffing pat- 
terns, updated programs and other experiments will be attempt- 
ed. At the same time the most notable deficiencies at the elemen- 
tary level are the physical plants themselves. In order to truly 
have an updated program and to make effective organizational 
changes, a comprehensive and expandable elementary facility is 
necessary. The administration has hopes that regionalization and 
the effects of it will bring about an improved arrangement for 
our elementary program and our elementary students within the 
next three years. In the meantime, the principal and the elemen- 
tary staff have committed themselves to developing the maxi- 
mum flexability within the present Hooker and Russell buildings. 


Fifth, our planned secondary school program for 1969 will 
also have. some organizational changes. The principals, depart- 
ment heads, and teachers have been charged with the task of 
providing the leadership necessary to improve the secondary 
school program. Through the 1969 program budget request, the 
school committee has already seen some projected emphasis for 
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expanding the non-college bound curriculum and for upgrading 
the present college bound program. 


Conclusion 

All of these planned improvements that have been mentioned 
above will be accomplished in 1969 with only a 20% increase in 
the total school budget. This increase can only be appreciated 
if one considers how even gre3ter percentage increases of the ris- 
ing costs of education are affecting other school districts through- 
out the nation. This increase presented to the Hadley School Com- 
mittee represents a cooperative plan of the administration and 
the entire school staff. It has been reviewed, adjusted, discussed, 
and evaluated in its preparation. In order for it to be recognized 
for its own value, we must consider the achievements planned 
for the financial effort necessary to go beyond just maintaining 
an average school district. Our 1969 budget represents several 
planned steps toward reaching a quality educational program at 
all levels within our schools.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HOPKINS ACADEMY 


To Mr. Robert Light, Chairman, Hadley School Committee and 
residents of the Town of Hadley. 


The first town report submitted by me was for the calendar 
year 1958. In September of 1958, Hopkins Academy had 280 
pupils and a staff of 19. This year, 1968, we have 430 students 
and a staff of 30. For historical purposes, it has been suggested 
that the names of all staff members be included in the Town 
Report. The names will be listed at the end of my report. 


My 1958 report referred to an evaluation by the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools that took place in 
May of that year. My report this year will refer to the evaluation 
conducted in 1968. 


The Evaluation 


On April 29, 30 and May 1, an evaluation team representing 
the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, 
the official accrediting agency for all public schools, private 
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schools and institutions of higher learning in New England, con- 
ducted an evaluation of Hopkins Academy. 


In July, the report was received by the school and was pub- 
lished in full by the Daily Hampshire Gazette and in summary 
form in the Amherst Record. 


In September, the Commission on Public Secondary Schools, 
which is the body that reviews the report and decides on accred- 
itation, met and recommended Hopkins for continued member- 
ship and accreditation for a limited term of five years. Limited 
term membership is full accreditation and carries with it all 
membership privileges but for five years instead of the full term 
membership of ten years. 


The Commission stated that the limited term membership is 
to provide adequate time for the community to decide its needs 
in regard to provisions for secondary education. They also stated 
that the limited term membership should not be interpreted as 
lack of knowledge, on the part of the Commission, of the progress 
made by the administration and staff in recent years to further 
improve the quality of the school program. 


The report contained a total of 268 recommendations. Of 
that number, 46 were related to the school building itself leaving 
222 other recommendations. Of this number 88 or 40% of the 
recommendations deal directly or indirectly with space. The rec- 
ommendations include the availability of additional specialized 
classrooms, additional teachers, additional course offerings. 


Regionalization 


The question of regionalization is closely related to the evalu- 
ation report. If additional space is needed as recommended in 
the evaluation report, how best can this space be provided? Re- 
gionalization is one answer. Under present guidelines of the 
State Department of Education, it seems unlikely that Hadley 
would be able to build in order to provide additional space. Much 
has already been said on the topic of regionalization and much 
more information will be given to the community in the coming 
months. Presently, it appears that regionalization is the only way 
Hadley will be able to provide the additional space necessary to 
continue to expand the curriculm at Hopkins Academy. 


Short Range Plans 
While space is at a premium, many departments are improv- 
ing their areas of study despite the limitations of space. 


The language department has a new audio-lingual French 
program for grades 7, 8 and 9 to be implemented in September 
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of 1969. Also, a new team-teaching approach is being used in two 
of the French II classes. The students and teachers are enthusi- 
astic about this program which allows for much more flexibility. 
It is hoped that next year, such techniques may be used in other 
classes as well. 


This year the Math program included a course in Algebra I, 
at the 8th grade level and a course in 8th grade Math at the 7th 
grade level making it possible for these students to take five years 
of high school Math. When they reach the fifth year level (in 
1972), appropriate courses will be offered. It is expected that 
these courses will include Calculus, Computer Science and/or 
Probability and Statistics. It is hoped also that Technical Alge- 
bra and Geometry will be offered to those juniors and seniors 
who plan to attend Trade or Technical schools. 


During the past year the science department introduced a 
new Biology course which concentrates on the main ideas of Bi- 
ology rather than merely a description of groups of plants and 
animals. Also double Lab periods were used for Biology as well 
as for Chemistry and Physics. Next year the science department 
will offer an advanced Biology course to seniors, revise the pres- 
ent Chemistry course and begin some formal Lab work in the 
Junior High Science courses. 


The Social Studies department is looking forward to experi- 
menting with new approaches to the teaching of Social Studies. 
Through participation in the U. of Mass. Intern Program, more 
emphasis will be placed on individualized instruction and team 
teaching arrangements. 


Among the areas now under examination by the English de- 
partment, is non-college English. The plan is to enhance the of- 
ferings both in scope and in interest. It is hoped also that De- 
velopmental Reading, Speed Readng, and Creative Writing will 
soon be implemented as seperate courses. Also, there is a vital 
need for both Remedial Reading and Speech Therapy on all 
levels of high school. 


For next year, the Business department is planning a course 
in General English for Freshmen and extending the Personal 
Typing course to all students 9 through 12. It is also hoped that 
a Clerical Office Practice class for non-college seniors be estab- 
lished. 


Plans are being made for changes in Home Economics next 
year. Junior High classes which now meet one period per week 
will meet twice weekly. The traditional 11th grade Home Econo- 
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mics class will be omitted to allow time for a Foods and Nutrition 
class for both boys and girls, also, senior boys will be encouraged 
to enroll in the current Family Living Class. 


The Art department will offer a course in Art History at all 
levels and a beginning Ceramics program starting in September. 
Existing programs in Sculpture, Graphics, Painting, Drawing, 
Silk Screening will be expanded to include more students. 


The Music department has the addition of an elementary 
vocal music teacher which will enable that level to have a more 
thorough learning experience in both note-reading and appreci- 
ation. Plans are in the making for the addition of a course in 
Humanities to be offered in the high school. 


The Guidance department has provided the figures for the 
class of 1968 which numbered 57 students. The breakdown of 
the class is as follows: 


Number % of class 
College (four year) 21 37% 
College (two year) 16 28% 
Training 8 14% 
Service 2 4% 
Working 10 17% 
Dil 100% 


Of the ten students working, several were members of the 
Commercial department who are now working as secretaries. 
Also, one boy listed as working is on an apprentice training pro- 
gram. 


The four year colleges and universities accepting members 
of the Class of 1968 were A.I.C., Annhurst, Catholic University, 
Cedarcrest, Curry, Our Lady of the Elms, Framingham State, 
Hartwick, Jackson, Lowell Tech, Nasson, Quinnipiac, Rennsalear, 
Russell Sage, Simmons, Springfield, Valpariso U., Westfield State, 
Worcester Tech, and the University of Massachusetts. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank the staff at Hopkins 
Academy for their cooperation and willingness to assist me in 
any capacity. Also, the assistance, advice, and cooperation of the 
superintendent and the school committee is greatly appreciated.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Robert Light, Chairman, Hadley School Committee, and 
residents of Town of Hadley: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the elementary 
schools of Hadley. 


Below is a listing of the members of pupils in the elementary 
schools as of October 1, 1968:

In contrast to a year ago which noted a very small teacher 
turnover, this year, we were obliged to make a number of changes 
in our staff. It is my desire to keep this number of changes to a 
minimum. 


Our staff totals 18 classroom teachers, a reading specialist, 
an assistant teacher for kindergarten and the first grades, a 1/3 
time art teacher shared with the Amherst schools and four part 
time specialists shared with Hopkins. 


Our class in special education continues to be an important 
segment of our total program. 


The semi-departmentalized grouping used in the upper ele- 
mentary grades has been continued and plans call for some minor 
revisions before another school year. 


We, again, are fortunate to have the services of student 
teachers from the University of Massachuetts. Our staff members 
are not using these people as substitutes for themselves but 
rather as supplemental teaching personnel. We anticipate having 
used about twelve of these students during the school year. 


One major project of the elementary teachers is a complete 
study of the educational process as it exists in the Hadley ele- 
mentary schools. We anticipate having a complete report avail- 
able in the spring. 


Repairs and Additions 


Due to an extensive effort in correcting many electrical, 
plumbing, and other deficiencies in the last several years, much 
less was needed to keep our facilities in repair. We have painted 
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a number of classrooms in the Hooker building. An attempt will 
be made to continue this painting program as some rooms have 
not been painted as often as they should have in the past. 


Curriculum Committees 


During the past year a revision in our social studies program 
was initiated. It will be completed early in 1969. 


Language arts is an area where a great deal of revised 
thoughts are the national trend. It is my intention to make a 
change in this area during the coming school year. A committee 
of staff members is continuing to work at this. 


Programs begun in science have flourished and have added 
considerable strength to our science curriculum. 


In general, the staff is constantly evaluating all of our pro- 
grams making minor revisions where necessary and possible. 


Much has been written and said about the value of letter or 
number grades in elementary schools. It is my conclusion that 
too much emphasis has been placed on marks and not enough on 
the acquisition of knowledge itself. It is the belief of many ed- 
ucators that marks do not stimulate learning, but in fact, dis- 
courage it sometimes. Also, it is my opinion shared with many 
others that marks in many cases are misinterpreted and are 
often meaningless. In view of this pupils in the kindergarten, 
first grade, and second grade no longer give letter grades. In re- 
placing this type of evaluation, we are making efforts to com- 
municate with parents through notes and conferences. 


Pupils in grades three and four receive a “report card” that 
does not use the traditional A,B,C,D and F marks. In deference to 
this, we use O - outstanding, S - satisfactory, N - needs improve- 
ment, and U - unsatisfactory. Hence, each child is evaluated on 
his own capabilities rather than on a classroom or school stand- 
ard. 


Pupils in the fifth and sixth grades are still evaluated in 
the traditional manner. Further study may necessitate a change. 


Organizational Structure 


It is my desire to initiate a very comprehensive examina- 
tion by the staff of other organizational patterns (non-graded, 
team teaching, differentiated staffing, etc.). Some staff members 
have been doing some teaming in instruction this year. 


Transportation of Kindergarten Pupils 
During the current school year, our kindergarten pupils are 
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being transported by town buses. This proved to be somewhat 
difficult to arrange. The state provides nearly all of the cost of 
this transportation. 


Library 


One of the major projects of the elementary schools has 
been the development of libraries in each elementary school. 
Many of the volumes were vurchased through federal funding. 
The biggest problem has been the location of the materials since 
neither building has any suitable room for them. However, the 
use of hallways has allowed this beginning. 


Summer School 


The third summer school session conducted from July 8 - 
August 9 proved again to be most successful and is an indication 
of a national movement to utilize school building facilities to a 
greater extent. 


A total of 106 pupils from grades 1 - 12 attend the session 
which offered remedial instruction in reading and mathematics 
at the elementary level and French I, College English I, General 
English I, Algebra I, Geometry, Junior High Mathematics, and 
Junior High English. The 106 students represent about 1/8 of the 
total school enrollment and an increase of about 50% over last 
year. A large portion of the cost of summer school was supported 
by the federal government. 


The staff of the summer school was: Mrs. Lura Bieda, Grade 
1; Miss Judith Rodak, Grade 2; Mrs. Rose Haskell, Grade 3; 
Mrs. Martha Battan, Grade 4; Mrs. Barbara Kelley, Grade 5; 
Miss Judith Kiley, Grade 6; Mrs. Suzanne Fox, French; Mr. Wil- 
liam Craft, Mathematics; Mr. Daniel Zagranic, Mathematics; 
Mrs. Evelyn Griess, English and Mrs. Susan Kolk, English. Mrs. 
Maureen Barry and Miss Ann Konieczny served as aides to the 
staff. 


Other courses were contemplated (personal typing, creative 
writing, art, notehand, and data processing) but due to a lack of 
interest in these courses they were not offered. 


Conclusion 


There is no doubt but what the quality of education con- 
tinues to improve considerably in the elementary schools. This 
is due to a full complement of competent teachers, a low pupil- 
teacher ratio, improved materials and methods and an increasing 
awareness of the importance of a quality education on the part 
of the community. 
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May I express my sincere appreciation to members of the 
other town departments, especially Mr. Frank Baj and the town 
highway department for their prompt efforts in clearing our 
yards in bad weather, and to Chief Koloski for his continued in- 
terest in the safety of our children. Although we do not often 
call upon members of other town departments, they are always 
willing to extend their assistance to us. 


The individuals of an organization enable it to be successful 
and the members of the elementary staff are to be commended 
for their concern for the youth of the community. Deepest ap- 
preciation goes to Mrs. Raymond Horton who retired this last 
June after many years in the Hadley system. 


May I express my thankfulness to you and the other mem- 
bers of the board, and to Suverintendent Hall and Gallishaw ‘for 
your continuing interest in education as it relates to the children 
of our community. 


And, finally, may I offer my sincerest appreciation to our 
children and the parents for their assistance and continuing inter- 
est which is vital to our success.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of tre town of Hadley for the period from January 1, 
1965 to September 9, 1967, made in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a re- 
port made to me by Mr. William Schwartz, Assistant Chief of 
Bureau.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Hadley for the period 
from January 1, 1965, the date of the previous examination, to 
September 9, 1967, and report thereon as follows: 

The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for 
collection were examined, checked, and verified by comparison 
with the books of the town accountant and the town treasurer. 

The surety bonds of the several town officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 

The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the treasurer’s books and with the records in the 
several departments collecting money for the town, while the 
payments, as entered, were checked with the treasurer’s books 
and with the treasury warrants. The appropriations, transfers, 
and loan authorizations were checked with the town clerk’s re- 
cords of financial votes passed by the town meetings and with 
the finance committee’s authorizations of transfers from the re- 
serve fund. 

The general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed 
and proved, the necessary adjustments resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report 
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was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
September 9, 1967. 

A great deal of detailed checking was again necessary in 
order to balance and prove the accountant’s ledgers, which 
added to the time consumed in making the audit. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the town accountant’s books, with the departmen- 
tal records of payments to the treasurer, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were compared with the warrants approved by the se- 
lectmen and with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on September 9, 1967 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements 
furnished by the banks of deposit and by actual count of the 
cash on hand. 

The records pertaining to funded debt, as well as temporary 
loans, were examined and checked. The loans issued were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, while the payments 
on account of maturing debt, temporary loans, and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and were checked with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The coupons out- 
standing on September 9, 1967 were listed and checked with the 
amount on deposit in the bond and coupon account. 

The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, and group hospitali- 
zation and life insurance were examined and checked. The de- 
ductions and cash contributions, as well as the payments to the 
proper agencies, were proved, and the balances on hand were 
reconciled with the respective controls in the town accountant’s 
ledger. 

The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and checked. The income and bequests were proved, 
and the withdrawls were verified by comparison with the treas- 
urer’s record of receipts. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The tax and excise accounts outstanding 
at the time of the previous examination, as well as all subse- 
quent commitment lists, were audited and proved with the as- 
sessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were compared with 
the payments to the treasurer, the recorded abatements were 
checked with the assessor’s records of abatements granted, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the re- 
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spective controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 
The cash balance on September 9, 1967 was proved by actual 
count of the cash on hand. 

For purposes of verifying the outstanding tax and excise 
accounts, notices were mailed to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 

It was noted that the tax collector had failed, in many in- 
stances, to collect interest due on delinquent excise, in which con- 
nection attention is directed to the provisions of Section 2 of 
Chapter 60A, General Laws. 

It may be noted from the appended balance sheet that the 
outstanding tax and motor vehicle excise accounts date back to 
1960, and it is again urged that settlement be promptly obtained 
of the delinquent tax and excise accounts. 

The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with 
the aggregate amounts raised by the assessors in the computa- 
tion of the tax rates covered by the period of the audit. 

The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses, 
as well as for gasoline registrations, were checked with the re- 
cords of licenses and permits issued. The payments to the town 
treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game were veri- 
fied, and the cash on hand September 9, 1967 was proved by ac- 
tual count. 

The records of receipts of the selectmen and the sealer of 
weights and measures, as well as of the police, health, sewer, 
highway, welfare, veterans’ services, school, library, and ceme- 
tery departments, and of all other departments collecting money 
for the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts. The outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved, and the cash on hand in the sev- 
veral departments was proved by actual count. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, 
summaries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well 
as schedules showing the transactions and condition of the trust 
and investment funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was received 
from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, I wish to express appreciation.
